bany in about two weeks and there 
has been some talk that they might

Hylan, of this city,

dential candidate Is successful in get- 
ting Al to stand for a third

of the Dawes 


plan and still 
another 
establishes 


safeguards against Germany maneuv- 
ering out of payments in kind.

source the proposal also provides for 
the evacuation 
of the Ruhr in suc-

The men held here say the elder 


Brandt had made statements suggest- 
ing that he would end Us- life on ac- 
count of his domestic troubles.

LA FOLLETTE AND SUGAR 


Mr. La Follette says the sugar inter- 


ests are delaying the report of the tariff 
commission on the cost of sugar produc- 
tion. 
About a year and a half ago a 


scandal of large proportions "was threat- 
ened by charges that the administration 
at "Washington had been a party, through 
the chairman of the senate finance com- 
mittee, to an attempt to make a bargain 
with the Cuban sugar interests to reduce 
their crop in order to create a sugar short- 
age at increased prices for the American 
product. 
Enough direct evidence and 


collateral disclosures were produced to at 
least partially substantiate the accusa- 
sation. 
In fact, we should say that the 


evidence was decidedly strong. 
As is 


usual in such an emergency, the demand 
for the facts, both by the public and by 
the opposition, was met by a reference of 
•the matter to an investigating committee, 
which, wag" to inquire into the cost of su- 
gar production in a general way. 


The public has no means of knowing 


whether the sugar interests have success- 
fully used their influence to suppress the 
investigating committee's findings. Mr. 
La Follette may have definite informa- 
tion. Ve know that such things have 
happened and that they may happen 
again, and if there is anything in the re- 
port that is to the detriment of the ad- 
ministration or to the contentions of the 
sugar interests in support of tariff protec- 
tion, it might be found convenient to de- 
lay the making of the report until after 
the election. Mr. La Follette wants the 
report for political purposes, and if the 
committee is purposely delaying action it 
is also animated by political motives. 


"Whatever the facts, it is another of the 


many shrewd moves the Wisconsin sen- 
ator is constantly making, and illustrates 
how reactionary politics plays into his 
hands. 
If there is anything to cover up, 


or if there is a situation which raises 
doubt or suspicion, Mr. La Follette in- 
variably is on hand to' take advantage of 
it. 
The people want the facts about 


sugar regardless of what party or set of 
men they affect, and if they are not made 
public there is ground for political ca- 
pital out of this of itself. 
Mr. La Fol- 


lette is wise enough to know this if the 
administration is not. 


a number of criminal acts in later youth. 
He is described as a confirmed and habit- 
ual liar. 
He is represented as having 


pictured himself the central figure in 
thrilling episodes that never occurred. He 
is said to have commenced to steal when 
a boy of eight or nine. He once attempt- 
ed to hold up an uncle, stole Liberty 
bonds from a brother, and liquor from a 
second cousin, ran off with an electric 
car, robbed his own fraternity house at 
Ann Arbor and set fire to a shack. This 
is hailed as an amazing record, something 
bo abnormal as to excuse him from re- 
sponsibility for anything ho may do of a 
vicious or criminal nature. 


It is an absurd contention. There are 


hundreds upon hundreds of boys in re- 
form schools today of approximately the 
age of Loeb, who can show a worse rec- 
ord up to the time of the Franks murder 
than his. Hundreds of men have gone to 
the gallows after a career of crime, even 
in their youth, that makes Loeb's defense 
record look like a wilted pansy. 
Xo in- 


quiry was made, physiological, patho- 
logical or psychiatric, to determine sci- 
entifically just what made them lie. steal, 
rob and "kiU. 
They were criminals and 


paid the penalty. Many of them were led 
into the path of destruction by influences 
that offered some moral or social justifi- 
cation, but this was seldom taken into ac- 
count when they were before the bar of 
justice for sentence. No such extenuat- 
ing circumstances exist in the case of 
Lo°eb and Leopold. They chose a career 
of crime because it appealed to their per- 
verted minds and emotions, and because 
luxury paled on them. 
They are like 


thousands of criminals who have preceded 


In 


them, no better than most of them, and 
a great deal worse than the average. They 
planned an atrocious murder with the ut- 
most deliberation and executed it with 
fiendish enjoyment. No highwayman ever 
shot down a victim with less compunc- 
tion or more cold-bloodedly than these 
slayers. 


Murderers are paying the death pen- 


alty nearly every day in this country. 
Their endocrine glands are not examined 
before they are sentenced and executed. 
Swarms of alienists do not submit them 
to miscroscopic investigations and weird- 
tests. A human life is a human life, and 
if Loeb and Leopold are entitled to mer- 
cy because there ii something wrong with 
their endocrine glands, costing a large 
sum of money to prove the fact, then we 
ought to give every murderer the same op- 
portunity by employing at the expense of 
society, an army of psychiatrists to put 
them through the psychic wringer and 
prepare for them a moral alibi. 


Now. the fact is, Loeb and Leopold 


are the worst type of criminals that exist, 
and regardless of what makes them crim- 
inals or what caused them to club and 
choke Robert Franks to death, they ought 
to be treated as first degree murderers 
and given the limit of the law.

LA FOLLETTE AND SUGAR 


Mr. La Follette says the sugar inter- 


ests are delaying the report of the tariff 
commission on the cost of sugar produc- 
tion. About a year and a half ago a 
scandal of large proportions was threat- 
ened by charges that the administration 
at "Washington had been a party, through 
the chairman of the senate finance com- 
mittee, to an attempt to make a bargain 
with the Cuban sugar interests to reduce 
their crop in order to create a sugar short- 
age at increased prices for the American 
product. 
Enough direct evidence, and 


collateral disclosures were produced to at 
least partially substantiate the accusa- 
sation. In fact, we should say that the 
evidence was decidedly strong. As is 
usual in such an emergency, the demand 
for the facts, both by the public and by 
the opposition, was met by a reference of 
the matter to an investigating committee, 
•which was* to inquire into the cost of su- 
gar production in a general way. 


The public has no means of knowing 


whether the sugar interests have success- 
fully used their influence to suppress the 
investigating committee's findings. Mr. 
La Follette may have definite informa- 
tion. 
"We know that such things have 


happened and that they may happen 
again, and if there is anything in the re- 
port that is to the detriment of the ad- 
ministration or to the contentions of the 
sugar interests in support of tariff protec- 
tion, it might be found convenient to de- 
lay the making of the report until after 
the election. Mr. La Follette wants the 
report for political purposes, and if the 
committee is purposely delaying action it 
is also animated by political motives. 


"Whatever the facts, it is another of the 


many shrewd moves the Wisconsin sen- 
ator is constantly making, and illustrates 
how reactionary politics plays into his 
hands. 
If there is anything to cover up, 


or if there is a situation which raises 
doubt or suspicion, Mr. La Follette in- 
variably is on hand to' take advantage of 
it. 
The people want the facts about 


sugar regardless of what party or set of 
men they affect, and if they are not made 
public there is ground for political ca- 
pital out of this of itself. 
Mr. La Fol- 


lette is wise enough to know this if the 
administration is not.

No in- 
quiry was made, physiological, patho- 
logical or psychiatric, to determine sci- 
entifically just what made them lie, steal, 
rob and kill. They were criminals and 
paid the penalty. 
Many of them were led 


into the path of destruction by influences 
that offered some moral or social justifi- 
cation, but this was seldom taken into ac- 
count when they were before the bar of 
justice for sentence. No such extenuat-
